Early Returns from the Presi- 
dential Election. 








Cleveland and Stevenson Seem to Have 
Carried the Day by a Very 
Decided Majority ~— The 
Returns. 





New York, Illinois, Connecticut, Michi- 
gan and Possibly Indiana are 
ian the Democratic 
Column. 





New York, Nov. 9.—Contrary to the 
general expectation the number of 
votes cast in this city fell below the 
estimates made by election expert 
mathematicians. As early as6 o'clock 
the democratic managers admitted the 
falling off amounted to over 7 per cent. 
compared with the vote of four years 
ago. Various theories were advanced 
astothecause. Itis argued that hun- 
dreds of citizens who visited the polls 
were obliged to stand in line awaiting 
their turn until their patience became 
exhausted, and they gave it up. The 
result is a considerable decrease in the 
ballots cast for the candidates of each 
party. 

The United States deputy marshals 
and Davenport’s supervisors are also 
held for the decrease by the democrats, 
it being said that many voters would 
rather lose their votes, than in any 
way place themselves in a position 
where there would be even a possibility 
of undergoing the detention and dis- 
comforts of arrest, whether justified or 
not. 





Grover Cleveland. 

The republicans acknowledge the 
falling off in the votes, and admit that 
the loss caused by the delay at the 
booths affected them more seriously 
than the democrats. The latter suf- 
fered more through challenges issued 
by the republicans and arrests on 
trumped-up charges. On the whole, in 
the decrease both parties suffered about 
equally, and the result will, therefore, 
be according to the party strength on 
both sides. 

Jimmy Olliver, of Paradise Park, 
created the furor of the early part of 
the evening by bursting into the com- 
inittee room and exclaiming: ‘‘Gentle- 
men, down where I live, the fortieth 
election district of the second assembly 
district gives Cleveland 388 and Harri- 
son 4 votes, and where these four 
votes came from I don’t know.” Jim- 
my’s announcement was_ heartily 
cheered. 

The first black eye came in at 8 
o'clock. It was from Suffolk county, 
and showed a republican gain of over 
200 over the vote 1888. ‘‘The clam dig- 
gers have gotin their work. That is 
on account of Gov. Flower's stand in 
the Fire Island matter,’ was the ex- 
planation given. 





Adlai E. Stevenson. 
This slight setback was offset by the 


next news, that of Queens county, 
which gave a democratic plurality of 
900 more than in 1888. Slight surprises 
were expected at the first tidings from 
Buffalo, Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan’s home, 
forty-one districts out of 128 giving 
Cleveland 7,782, Harrison 8,729. This 
gain was more than counter-balanced 
by the word that Chautauqua county 
gave Harrison only 5,500 majority, a 
falling off of 530 since 1888. 

There was considerable checring 
when it was announced that Weaver 
had carried Gregon, and there was 
more cheering still when a telegram 
was received that the state of Wash- 
ington had gone for Cleveland. This 
was rapidly followed by the returns 
from 890 city election districts, show- 
ing a democratic majority of 58,588, 
which created great excitement. The 
returns from the interior of the state 
came pouring in, showing @ republi- 
can loss in nearly every case. 

Chairman Harrity was overwhelmed 
with congratulatiogs, but he would 
not commit himself. ‘It looks very 
much like a republican slaughter,” he 
said, “bet it 1s too early in the day to 
shout.” 





Much amusement was caused by the 


returns from Gravesend, where Johnny 
McKane is supreme, showing Cleve- 
land 2,947, Harrison 290. 

As the returns came in to democratic 
national headquarters they were du- 
plicated by special wire to Mr. Cleve- 
land at his house on Fifty-fiart street. 
At 11:45 o’clock Chairman Harrity of 
the democratic national committee 
gave out the following statement: 
“There is no doubt of the election of 
Cleveland and Stevenson by the popu- 
lar vote, while the defeat of Harrison 
is certain, New York has given a mag-" 
nificient plurality for Cleveland. New 
York surpasses all her previous records. 
There is no _ break in the 
south. Republican claims for Dela- 
ware are unfounded. In Connec- 
ticut returns show a steady advance 
over the figures of 1888, When we car- 
ried the state. Indiana is undoubtedly 
ours. The most glorious result appears 
to be in Illinois, where, from the re- 
turns, it would seem that for the first 
time in its history the state has gone 
democratic. We have won the most 
glorious and decisive victory in the his- 
tory of campaigns. 

Gov. Flower at 11:80 o'clock claimed 
40,000 majority in New York state for 
Cleveland, based, he said,on a most 
careful analysis of the returns. 

New York, Nov. 9.—The result of the 
vote for assemblymen in this state is: 
Democrats 72; republicans 56. This in- 
sures the election of a democrat to the 
United States senate to succeed His- 
cock, 

New York, Nov. 9.—New York has 
gone democratic by 38,131 plurality. 

IOWA. 

Des Monks, Ia., Nov. 9.—Only sixty- 
nine precincts in Iowa had been heard 
from at 11:30 o'clock, and it is impossi- 
ble to give the result definitely. The 
new election law rendered the count- 
ing of the ballotsa slow job. The in- 
dications are that the republicans have 
carried the state on electors, and that 
the state ticket is in doubt. The indi- 
cations are that the republicans have 
elected congressmen in the first, third, 
seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth dis- 
tricts, and the democrats in the sec- 
ond, fourth, fifth, sixth and eleventh 
districts. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Nov. 9.—At 1. a. m.

NEBRASKA. 

OmAa, Neb., Nov. 9.—At midnight 
returns from Nebraska are still very 
fragmentary, owing to the new election 
law and poor method of counting. Fig- 
ures so far received indicate that 
Weaver will carry the state by a few 
thousand. On governor the result is 
very doubtful, Crounse (rep.) will not 
get as large a vote in Omaha as ex- 
pected and Morton, democrat, develops 
unexpected strength.

KANSAS. 

TorzKA, Kan., Nov. 8.—There is lit- 
tle probability of any defintee returns 
from Kansas being received to-night. 
The populists have insisted that the 
law providing that each ballot shall ke 
checked up complete when taken from 
the box be complied with to the letter. 
This has resulted in delaying the count 
tosuch an extent that no figures of 
any consequence have been reported. 
At 11 o’clock a few scattering precincts 
had been heard from, all of which show 
decided republican gains. Four towns 
in the seventh, Wichita, Winfield, 
Newton and Nickerson, all of which 
gave Jerry Simpson handsome ma- 
jorities in 1890 have each given majori- 
ties for Long, republiean. The repub- 
lican state committee claims the elec- 
tion of eight republican candidates for 
‘congress, a majority in each branch of 
the legislature and the state and elec- 
toral tickets.

Cleveland so far 
has the better of Harrison, and 
Spooner, republican, for governor is 
running away ahead of the ticket.

TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Wreck of the Steam Whaler Elien Mar on 
an Ice Floe—Thirty-Four of Her Crew 
Drowed—The Four Survivors Spend 
Forty- Eight Hours on the Ice Before 
Being Rescued. 

San Francisco, Nov. 7.—News of one of 
the worst disasters that nas happened 
in the Arctic region for years is brought 
by the steam whaler Beluga. It tells 
of the loss of the schooner Helen Mar, 





and the drowning of thirty-four men. 


Only one of the ‘four survivors came 
here, and he is now in the Marine hos- 
pital for treatment. The Helen Mar 
was an old, but staunch boat, which 
sailed from here December 24, last, un- 
der Capt. E. O. Thatcher. 

On October 6, when in latitude 71 
deg. SO min., the -vessel took two 
whales. The crew were so busy with 
the catch that they did not observe the 
swift current currying them toward na 
great ice floe, in the center of which 
was a huge iceberg. When they ob- 
served their peril there was no time 
left to escape a wreck. They got out 
two boats, but had no time to get into 
them before the vessel came in contact ~ 
with the floe. 

_ The vessel was broken to pieces and 
in five minutes the captain and thirty- 
three men had perished. Mate Ward, 
the boat steerer, Anton Pargalino, the’ 
ccok Kershaw, and_ two sailors. 
jumped onto the floe and went adrift. 
They spent forty-eight hours on the ice 
before their signal was seen, and they 
were taken to Onalaska by a whaler. 


DARING INCENDIARISM. 


Bold Attempt to Destroy the Allen Coun- 
ty (Ind.) Court House by Fire During a 
Populist Meeting.

Demonstration by Chicago Anarchists at 
the Graves of the Bomb- Throwers. 
Cricaao, Nov. 7.—Yesterday was the 
fifth anniversary of anarchy in 
Chicago. Thirty-five hundred people 
stood in a cold, drizzling rain at Wald- 
heim cemetery, and paid triba’te with 
speech and song to the memory of 
“the martyred” bomb-throwers, strew- 
ing flowers on the graves of 
the five men who were con- 
demned by law for their participa- 
tion in the Haymarket riot—August 
Spies, George Engel, Albert Parsons, 
Adolph Fischer and Louis Lingg. 
Quiet earnestness and enthusiasm and 
general good order characterized the 
celebration of the men and women who 
dedicated to the world a monument 
that is to mark the graves of those who 
five years ago paid the penalty of their 
crime with their lives. 

There were two features of the day's 
exercises, a parade in the city and the 
ceremonies at thecemetery. The labor 
organizations that were to participate 
gathered at the Haymarket square at 
11:30 o’clock in the morning, but it was 
noon before the procession moved. 
Fifteen hundred men and women were 
in line and as they marched tothe 
Grand Central depot, accompanied by 
bands playing the ‘‘Marseillaise” and 
the ‘‘Dead March in Saul.” They were 
watched with interest by many who 
had stationed themselves on the side- 
walks along the route.

MRS. W. K. CLIFFORD, 


Different Popular Books That She Has 
Written—Her Fivished Style. 

Mrs. W. K. Clifford, author of ‘Mrs. 
Keith’s Crime,” etc, and the newly 
published novel, “Aunt Anne,” is the 
daughter of Mr. John Lane, whose 
father was once well known in the 
Island of Barbados, where he was at 
one time speaker of the house of assem- 
bly. From early girlhood Mrs. Clifford 
wrote stories and verses which easily 
found a place in magazines and news- 
papers. She also wrote a novel in those 
early days, which, after she became a 
widow in 1879, she partly rewrote and 
enlarged and published anonymously 
under the name of “The Dingy House 
at Kensington.” In 1875 she married 
Mr. W. K. Clifford, F. R. S., but in less 
than four years she was left a widow 
with two litfle girls. 

It seems scarcely necessary to men- 
tion the fact that Mr. Clifford was con- 
sidered one of the greatest mathema- 
ticians in Europe, and his premature 
death left a blank which is even yet un- 
filled in the scientific world. He took 
his degree at Trinity college, Cam- 
bridge, was second wrangler in 1867; on 
authority of Prof. Sylvester, ‘“‘might 
easily have been first had he chosen.” 
He was made a Fellow of his college in 
1868, and he was a member of that 
learned society known at Cambridge as 
The Apostles. In 1871 he was appointed 
to the Chair of Applied Mathematics at 
University college, London, and eight 
vears later his brilliant career was 
closed by death. He was then only 
thirty-three years old. A public testi- 
monial was about to be presented to 
him in recognition of his great services 
to science, etc., but as he died before its 
form had been decided tne money sub- 
scribed was invested for his widow and 
children; anda year later a pension on 
the civil list was awarded to Mrs. Clif- 
ford, also in recognition of the work 
that had been done by her distinguished 
husband. 

Soon after she became a widow Mrs. 
Clifford took to writing as a profession, 
and she is now a contributor to many 
of the leading newspapers, reviews and 
inagazines. In 1881 a volume from her 
pen called “Children Busy” was pub- 
lished by Wells, Gardner & Co. Of this 
popular little book 31,000 copies were 
sold the first year, and it was promptly 
translated into German, Dutch and 
Italian. ‘‘Anyhow Stories,” illustrated 
by Miss Dorothy Tennant, came out in 
1882, and this quaint and original title 
volume proved to the full'as popular as 
its predecessor. ‘‘Mrs. Keith’s Crime,” 
which appeared anonymously in 1885, 
made a distinct sensation in the literary 
world. It was so absolutely unconven- 
tional, and so fullof the rarely revealed 
tragedies of the heart, that it appealed 
to thousands of readers for whom the 
ordinary love story and the sensational 
romance have no attraction, and it was 
truly said of it by one of its critics that 
it seemed as if it ‘‘were written with 
the heart’s blood of the author.” 

‘‘Love Letters of a Worldly Woman” 
came out in one volume last year; and 
in January, 1892, the first chapter of 
*Aunt Anne” appeared in Temple Bar. 

Mrs. Clifford, unlike the majority of 
popular writers, gives no hasty and un- 
finished work to the public; and she 
deserves the highest possible commen- 
dation for thus keeping up the dignity 
of literature. One may not always 
agree fully with her analysis of charac- 
ter, but he must always admire and re- 
spect an author who looks upon her 
readers as worthy of the best that she 
has to give.—Chicago Tribune. 





A PRACTICAL ANSWER. 


It Is to the Theories and Controversies 
About Woman's Place. 

While learned discussion has been 
going on concerning the legitimate 
duties of women—what they can and 
can not do—they, themselves, are quiet- 
ly finding out their own strength and 
endowment, and are making the most 
of them. ‘They are doing this, too, in 
accordance with the best ideals of 
womanhood, without sacrificing their 
womanliness and without lessening 
those qualities that best fit them for 
wifehood and motherhood. For itis a 
striking fact that few of the women 
who have departed from the beaten 
path are unmarried. The large majority 
have husband and children whose needs 
frequently have forced them to make 
the most of their energy and knowledge. 

Some time ago the writer was sitting 
on the piazza of a cottage at a northern 
summer resort. A woman drove up and 
halted. She sat on the front seat of a 
stout spring wagon and behind her 
were capacious bags and baskets filled 
with plums and apples. She climbed 
out of the vehicle, giving the reins toa 
boy who sat beside her, and spoke a re- 
assuring word or two to the fat, restless 
pony. “He seems gentle enough,” she 
remarked, ‘“‘but he’s got a proper spirit, 
and it sometimes takes strength to hold 
him.” 

Then she asked “if we were likely to 
have any books or magazines that we 
didn’t care to take home with us. The 
winters were long there, and they had 
to stay in the house a good deal, and 
Looks were a real blessing.” 

She was promised an assortment of 
light literature, and this opened her 
heart. 

She was a large, cheerful person, 
with broad shoulders, a round, rosy 
face, but she said that she suffered a 
good deal with rheumatism in her hand. 

“I’ve lived here nearly thirty years,” 
she said, ‘‘and you can imagine what a 
wilderness it was thirty years ago. We 
had a pretty hard time to get along. 
He was sick a great deal, and a good 
deal of the time I had to feed him with 
aspoon. He worked at his trade when 
he could—it was cooperin’—but I main- 
ly had to support the family.” 

“In that wilderness, at that remote 





ahd pardonable, and she was asked 
what she did. “I cnt and split cord- 
wood,” she said, as if it were the most 
ordinary and natural pursuit in which 
& woman could engage. 

“Cut and split cordwood?” her ques- 
tioner repeated in astonishment, and 
then asked how she ever accomplished 
such a feat. 

“Well, I would pick out smallish trees 
and cut them down and then split them 
into the right length. He told me to 
hire somebody,” she explained, with 
that loyalty which most women show 
in defending the most unsatisfactory 
husband from implications of neglect. 
“You see,” she explained, after vindi- 
cating “him,” “that the men were all 
busy cutting wood to pay the taxes on 
their own land and couldn’t spare any 
time to help me. I just had it to door 
I know’d we'd starve. Once I froze my 
hands and feet terribly. It was way 
below zero, and I worked allday. When 
I came in at night and put my hands in 
water the ice caked over ’em in a min- 
ute. J was laid upa good while, but I 
got over it.” And she smiled hopefully, 
as if it were a trouble past and done 
with. 

She was congratulated on her change 
of fortunes, for she said that her young 
orchard was now bearing, and she sold 
all the fruit she could haul to town. 
“But he’s gettin’ dissatisfied and wants 
to move west,” she said, ‘‘now that the 
railroad’s just come through and our 
land’s worth somethin’.” 

It would have been impossible not to 
warn her against “his” bad advice, and 
to remind her that as the railroad 
brought more people and extended in- 
dustries into the country, the farm 
would continue to increase in value, 
that nothing would be gained by 
change, and that, inevitably, much 
would be lost. 

She listened and acquiesced, but it is 
quite probable that if ‘the’ urges it, she 
will follow him to some other new coun- 
try and continue to feed him with a 
spoon and cut cordwood to support him 
in hisold age when the children are 
fledged and gone. 

This interesting experience proves 
two things: First, that, however out of 
the ordinary or seemingly impossible it 
may be, the average woman will sct 
herself at work upon the duty that lies 
nearest, whether that be cutting cord- 
wood or _ peddling apples. For 
the cheerful and heroic soul was 
just the average woman, nothing more. 
She had good hard sense, devotion to 
those whom she loved and for whom 
she made herself a willing sacrifice, 
and these are the attributes of the av- 
erage woman as we see her every day. 
It proves, in the second place, that 
unusual work does not lessen a woman’s 
obedience to “this” wishes, however im- 
practical, and that her nature is not 
inherently changed by any of the vicis- 
situdes of her daily life, whatever they 
may be. This, however. will not en- 
lighten those who are the blindest of 
the blind, in that they will not see. Tha 
learned dissertations upon the limita- 
tions of sex will continue, just as if ther 
were not daily and hourly disproved by 
actual fact.—Inter Ocean.

Wheat has touched the lowest point ever 
known in this market, 7212 cents, receipts at 
western ports being sti!l enormous. Exports 
have much increased and a recovery in 
price to 7449 cents has resulted, but the 
decline for the week is still 144 cents. Corn 
has fallen a cent, with moderate movement, 
but oats are a cont higher. Sales of cotton 
havo amounted to more than a million bales, 
and the price bas advanced an eighth, for south- 
ern accounts appear to indicate a greater da- 
creases in yield, and the receipts are again com- 
paratively small. Coffee is three-eight cents 
lower and hogs also, while lard is 14 cents 
stronger and oil 13g ceats higher. Specu- 
lation is not very active except in cotton. 
Trade at Boston is very satisfactory. Jobbing 
tradein dry goods is steady. Some cottons 
have advanced in price ani more machinery 
seems to be needed. Wool is _ firmer 
with sales of over 4,000,000 pounds, and the 
clothing trade fair in spite of mild weather. 
The boot and shoe business is active with fac- 
tories full of work. At Philadelphia iron hae 
an advancing tendency; some improvement is 
seen in boots and shoes; the advance in paper 
is well maintained, and wool is active with 
some grades scarce. In paints, glass and oils 
moderate activity is seen. Trade is healthy 
and buoyant at Baltimore. Pittsburgh notes 
activity in iron, especially in finished prodnots. 
At Cincinnati business somewhat exceeds last 
year’s in groceries,2) to 50. At Clevelani 
business is good, exceeding last year's, espe- 
cially in rolled iron. At Detroit trade is larger 
than a year ago and manufacturers very act- 
ive. At Indianapolis business iy active, espe- 
pecially in foundries, machinery and saw man- 
ufacture. Trade at Chicago had besn satisfac- 
tory,with especial increase in real estate trans- 
actions. Receipts of corn have been double 
last year's. Wheat and hides show a gain 
of 70 per cent. for the week, buttcr 60, barley 40, 
and dressed beef 45 per cent. while in rye, oats, 
sheep and hogs a decrease of a third app2ars; 
in lard 50 per cent. and in wool 75 por cent, 
Money is in strong demand. At Milwaukee 
many of the largest houses were burned out, 
but none appear to be crippled so far and col- 
lections are still fair. At St. Paul business 
is active and at Minneapolis lum- 
ber is strong ant wheat moving more freely. 
At Omaha and Denver trade is very good: at 
Kansas City business is large in volume with 
liberal receipts of live stock and better prices. 
At St. Louis, though the weather checks trade | 
in woolens and clothing, groceries, boots and | 
shoes, and dry goods generally are strong, and | 
grain receipts heavy. At Loutsville business 
is a full average, and at Momphis slightly im- 
proved though below the normal vol- 
ume. At New Orleans labor troubles 
retard trade, but cotton is _ higher 
and = receipts of sugar liberal with 
good demand. The iron business im- 
proves overywhere and {unsold stocks are fast 
disappearing. Pigis stronger, but bar some- 
what weak, the demand for plates is only mod- 
erate, but for structural iron very large, and 
sheets are active with special pressure for the 
lighter qualities. Western competition depresses 
plates, but for the industry as a whole the tone 
has distinctly improved. Wool gales for the 
week have been 7,100,000 pounds against 4,890,- 
000 the same week last year, and since May-13, 
the increase had been 37 par cent. Tho de- 
mand for woolen goods is active for the season, 
cotton goods are firmer and in some lines 
higher in price. Fall River mills have volun- 
tarily increased wages several percent. Boot 
and shoe factories are surprisingly busy for 
the season, shipments forthe week excesding 
last year’s 9 per cant. Rubber is easier 
at 65 for parafine, and the aivance in paper has 
been maintained, though thera is som: feeling 
of uncertainty. The Bank of England hag 
made no advance in rates, and money here has 
been steady at 6 per cent. Merchandise ex- 
ports are improving, and the excess of exports 
overimports is now large. Uncartainty has 
ruled during ths week in the stock market. 
In general nothing seems to foreshadow mone- 
tary difficulty, and with coldor weather and 
political uncertainty removed a great business 
is anticipated. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days number, 
for the United States, 207, and for Canada 51; or 
a total of 238, as compared with 187 last 
week, and 266 forthe corresponding week of last 
year. 











Bradstreet’s Advices from Canada. 

New York, Nov. h.—Advices to Brad: 
street's from Canada say: 

Dispatches from leading Canadian cities show 
a variable condition of general trade, it being 
fairly active in Quebec, but quiet in Ontario. 
Montreal reports a full grain trade, more ae- 
tively in hog products, but a less favorable oui- 
look for the export cattle trade. Unseagon- 
able weather is said to have checked the whole- 
sale clothing trade at Toronto.
